DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record does not appear 
to anticipate or render obvious the limitations in claims 1, 9, or 17 requiring the dendrimeric compound having a 
number average molecular weight of at least 1 ,000 atomic mass units and the group comprising polyalkylene imines, 
polyallylamines, etc. having an a molecular weight less than 1,000 atomic mass units. The prior Office actions 
asserted that the claimed invention would have unpatentable over Talley et al (US 5900516) in view of Colle et al (US 
5583273) and Klomp (WO 01/77270). However, Talley et al fails to disclose either the dendrimeric compound or the 
smaller molecular weight compound, and only teaches the use of compounds having certain functional groups as 
hydrate inhibitors. Klomp discloses the use of dendrimeric compounds with functional groups disclosed by Talley et 
al as a hydrate inhibitors but fails to disclose the smaller molecular weight compound. Colle et al teaches the use of 
polyalkyleneimines, which have functional groups as taught by Talley et al, as hydrate inhibitors. However, the 
polyalkyleneimine compounds disclosed therein have molecular weights ranging from 1,000 to 1,000,000, with 
preference to those having molecular weights ranging from 20,000 to 500,000 [column 7, lines 18-21]. Therefore, 
Colle et al appears to teach away from the use of polyalkyleneimines having molecular weights less than 1 ,000 
atomic mass units as hydrate inhibitors.
